In  conclusion. — As  Supervisor  I  have  tried  to  do  my  duty  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  and  wherever  I  have  failed,  I  am  willing  you  should 
attribute  it  to  my  poor  judgment.  I  have  been  highly  censured  for 
overdrawing  the  appropriations  to  build  the  out-buiJdings,  and  in  reply 
to  this  I  would  say,  I  consider,  what  has  been  done  is  of  a  lasting  bene- 
fit to  the  town,  and  that  the  money  used  has  not  been  thrown  away. 

I  have  paid  higher  wages  to  teachers  on  an  average  than  in  former 
years,  but  have  paid  solely  with  reference  to  experience,  reputation 
and  services  rendered. 

Some  of  our  schools,  though  not  large  in  numbers,  require  teachers 
of  a  high  order  who  will  command  the  best  of  pay  anywhere.  I  em- 
ployed all  teachers  for  the  year,  and  all  that  I  could  who  had  had  ex- 
perience the  year  before  in  the  particular  school  they  were  to  teach. 
Observation  has  taught  that  a  faithful,  progressive  teacher  is  worth 
about  twice  as  much  the  second  and  third  terms  as  the  first,  conse- 
quently we  have  had  good  work  done  in  our  schools.  Much  more 
might  have  been  accomplished  if  all  parents  had  co-operated  with  the 
teachers  in  their  efforts  to  maintain  good  order.  You  who  have  chil- 
dren hardly  know  at  times,  how  best  to  govern  them.  How  would  you 
succeed  if  those  surrounding  them  should  instill  into  their  minds  that 
you  are  not  worthy  of  their  regard,  and  to  disobey  is  right? 
There  are  few  more  trying  positions  than  that  of  a  teacher,  having  so 
many  to  please,  each  haying  different  ideas  with  reference  to  discipline 
and  instruction,  and  such  a  variety  of  dispositions  among  the  children. 

That  teachers  make  mistakes  is  not  strange;  but  let  parents  help 
them  out  of  their  difficulties,  and  not  increase  them  by  injudicious  re- 
marks in  the  presence  of  their  children,  and  they  will  serve  to  raise 
our  schools  to  a  much  better  condition. 

No  person  has  any  moral  right  to  find  fault  with  a  teacher,  until  he 
has  visited  the  school  and  made  himself  familiar  with  its  management. 

Visit  your  schools  and  speak  words  of  counsel  and  encouragement  to 
the  teacher  and  his  pupils.

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SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  March,  1892,  I 
take  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  condition  of  our  schools  is  pros- 
perous, and  cheerfully  acknowledge  the  earnest  efforts  which  our 
teachers  have  made  to  elevate  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  schools 
and  to  render  their  instruction  more  efficient  and  practical. 

Our  teachers  take  high  rank  in  intelligence  and  culture,  and  manifest 
an  enthusiasm  for  their  work  whicli  is  sure  to  continue  their  success. 
Not  looking  upon  their  profession  as  a  mere  livlihood,  but  as  an  honor- 
able calling  full  of  responsibilities  and  capable  of  yielding  rich  returns 
for  their  labors. 

Something  more  than  a  mere  knowledge  of  text  books  is  required  in 
one  intrusted  with  the  delicate  and  responsible  tasks  of  educating  the 
young;  a  clear  understanding  of  the  conditions  of  the  problem  is  essen- 
tial, and  a  wise  adaptation  of  the  means  to  that  end. 

Without  a  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  mental  development  and  the 
best  theories  of  instruction,  success  in  teaching  is  impossible  and  the 
best  results  are  only  attainable  when  teacher,  parent  and  pupil  are 
united  by  a  bond  of  sympathy  which  lightens  the  teacher's  labors  and 
transforms  irksome  duties  into  a  work  of  love. 


During  the  last  week  of  each  term  careful  examination  of  the  several 
classes  were  made  in  the  different  schools,  and  with  few  exceptions  I 
found  them  very  proficient  in,  and  seemingly  comprehending  the  studies 
they  had  been  over.

TEXT  BOOKS. 

I  have  made  several  needed  changes  in  the  text-books,  and  we  now 
have  perfect  uniformity  throughout  the  town  and  the  schools  exhibit 
the  advantage  thereof.  Classification  has  been  secured  to  a  greater 
extent  than  formerly.  All  schools  are  well  supplied  with  books  that 
are  in  good  condition,  and  up  to  the  present  day  improvements  in 
arrangement  and  material,  and  up  to  the  discoveries  of  the  age. 

The  appropriation  of  $250  made  at  our  last  annual  meeting  w  as  ample 
to  make  the  exchange.  We  have  quite  a  number  of  new  books  not  dis- 
tributed. A  small  appropriation  of  about  $20  will  meet  the  require- 
ments for  the  next  year. 
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There  are  several  evils  connected  with  our  schools,  and  I  cannot 
close  this  report  without  calling  your  attention  to  two  or  three  of  them 
the  removal  of  which  would  accelerate  the  progress  of  our  children  in 
the  matter  of  education. 

One  of  these  evils  largely  prevalent  in  our  schools  is  tardiness. 
Every  teacher  will  tell  you  that  there  are  some  scholars  who  are  sel- 
dom in  their  seats  in  season.  The  scholar  that  is  always  behind  time 
in  reaching  school  is  almost  always  behind  hand  in  his  lessons.  The 
removal  of  this  evil  depends  chiefly  on  the  efforts  of  the  parents. 

ABSENCE  AND  TRUANCY. 

There  is  another  drawback  to  the  successful  accomplishment  of 
school  tasks,  which  parents  could  obviate  if  they  would,  namely — 
that  of  irregular  attendance.  Sickness  is  a  sufficient  excuse  for  absence, 
and  contagious  diseases  have  been  prevalent  during  the  past  winter, 
nearly  depopulating  some  of  the  schools ;  four  schools  were  closed  for 
two  weeks,  on  account  of  scarlet  fever.  Owing  to  one  of  the  teachers 
being  sick,  the  school  in  the  Knapp  district  did  not  begin  again.  This, 
of  course,  will  effect  our  average  very  materially,  but  for  this  we  can- 
not complain ;  yet  many  scholars  are  permitted  to  stay  out  half  the 
time  for  no  excuse  except  that  they  do  not  want  to  go,  or  they  don't 
like  the  teacher.  Then  there  is  auother  class  of  boys  who  run  away 
from  school  habitually,  and  when  the  fact  is  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  parents,  a  spasmodic  effort  will  be  made  to  compel  attendance,  but 
generally  a  relapse  follows,  and  the  same  course  has  to  be  gone  through 
with. 

Our  truant  officer  has  tried  to  remedy  this  serious  evil  and  his  labors 
have  yielded  gratifying  results.  The  investigation  of  many  cases  of 
habitual  truancy  has  convinced  the  officer,  that  the  blame  lies  too  often 
with  the  parents,  and  that  no  permanent  reform  of  the  offenders  can  be 
effected  without  the  parents'  co-operation.  For  this  reason  he  has 
made  the  homes  of  the  children  a  special  field  of  labor,  striving  by  the 
use  of  wise  arguments  to  convince  those  having  the  children  in  charge  of 
the  wrong  they  were  doing,  and  to  enlist  their  influence  in  the  difficult 
work  of  reform. 

COMPLAININGS. 

It  is  very  natural  for  children  to  exaggerate  any  occurrence  in 
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schools,  without  intending  to  misrepresent,  thus  giving  a  wrong  im- 
pression to  any  one  not  familiar  with  the  facts.  I  have  had  quite  a 
number  of  cases  of  difficulty  to  settle  between  scholars  and  teachers, 
when  the  parent  has  brought  serious  complaints  against  theteacheis 
of  abuse  or  partiality,  but  in  no  case  have  I  failed  to  adjust  the  diffi- 
culty by  bringing  teacher  and  pupil  together  and  hearing  both  sides  of 
the  story. 

SCHOOL  SUPERVISION. 

Parents,  in  connection  with  our  common  schools,  you  occupy  the 
most  responsible  position  of  any  one.  fn  you,  your  children  trust, 
your  words  they  respect,  your  acts  they  imitate  and  approve.  It  is  not 
necessary  then  for  me  to  tell  you  how  great  your  influence  is  in  our 
schools  or  how  important  the  manner  in  which  you  exert  it.  Give 
your  teachers  to  understand  that  you  are  co-laborers  with  them  in  all 
just  requirements,  and  let  your  children  know  that  you  take  a  liyely  in- 
terest in  all  their  studies,  and  that  the  teachers'  law  is  your  law,  and  I 
dare  say  you  will  see  a  wonderful  change  for  the  better  in  the  character 
of  your  schools.  In  my  opinion,  parents  should  consider  it  a  duty  as 
well  as  a  pleasure  to  visit  their  schools  and  inspect  for  themselves. 
There  is  but  one  true  and  faithful  superyision  of  schools,  and  thar 
when  the  schools  are  supervised  by  the  parents. 

I  haye  spoken  freely,  and  perhaps  tediously,  of  the  faults  of  our 
schools,  }^et  I  trust  not  in  a  fault-finding  spirit.  Our  schools  have  been 
generally  good  under  the  circumstances,  but  we  should  not  forget  the 
circumstances  in  many  cases  are  unfavorable,  and  govern  ourselves 
accordingly.

The  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  sub- 
mit to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bradley  their  annual  report  of  the 
year  ending  March  10,  1894,  with  the  financial  standing  of  the  town.

For  the  Year  1893=4:. 


In  making  a  general  review  of  our  schools  for  the  past  year,  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  no  serious  difficulty  has  occurred,  and  with 
few  exceptions  everything  has  passed  pleasantly  and  profitably. 
The  teachers  in  most  cases  have  been  faithful  and  conscientious  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  are  well  deserving  of  praise. 
Still  our  schools  are  not  up  to  the  standard. 

Times  change  and  we  change  with  them.  What  answered  the 
purpose  fifteen  years  ago,  will  not  meet  the  wants  of  to-day.  If 
we  would  keep  our  schools  abreast  of  the  times  we  should  secure 
the  services  of  experienced  and  trained  teachers.

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Owing  to  the  worn  condition  of  our  books  it  was  necessary  to 
expend  more  than  was  anticipated  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  and 
more  will  be  needed  next  year. 

I  would  recommend  that  our  Readers,  Arithmetics  and  Spellers 
be  changed. 

In  conclusion. — It  is  believed  inexpedient  to  report  each  school 
in  detail,  because,  in  each  case  the  verdict  of  those  most  immedi- 
ately interested  has  been  made  up,  and  an  expression  of  my  judge- 
ment is  not  likely  to  change  the  opinion  of  any  person  in  regard  to 
the  school  that  has  been  taught  in  his  own  district,  and  while  I  am 
unwilling  to  report  any  schools  as  utter  failures,  I  am  willing  to  class 
our  schools  with  many  throughout  the  state,  and  m  every  town,  who 
are  annually  compelled  to  admit,  that  in  some  cases,  the  results 
have  not  been  up  to  their  expectations. 

But  I  do  claim  that  our  schools,  taken  as  a  whole  exhibit  a  prog- 
ress exceeding  that  of  former  years.  In  admitting  that  some  teach- 
ers have  failed  to  produce  results  fully  up  to  expectations  I  discover 
nothing  criminal,  neither  do  I  look  upon  it  as  an  exception  but 
more  as  a  general  rule,  claiming  that  every  employer  fails  to  pro- 
cure employes  who,  in  all  cases,  give  perfect  and  full  satisfaction. 
I  feel  as  shough  it  would  be  doing  a  great  injustice  to  teachers  to 
condemn  them  because  they  failed  to  give  satisfaction  in  localities 
where  parents  neglect  to  exert  their  influence  in  securing  a  regular 
attendance,  and  withheld  their  hearty  co-operation,  which  every 
successful  teacher  must  have.  The  irregular  attendance  of  the 
scholors  in  some  districts  in  town  is  a  subject  worthy  of  notice, 
showing,  in  my  opinion,  a  sufficient  reason  why  some  schools  may 
be  put  down  as  unsuccessful. 

Hoping  this  conclusion  will  receive  proper  thought,  I  submit  this 
report  to  the  town,  asking  your  charity  where  I  have  failed.

The  text  books  in  the  schools  are  in  good  condition,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Primary  department,  which  will  want  new  readers. 
The  schools  for  the  past  year  .have  been  good,  the  attendance 
of  pupils  have  exceeded  the  average  of  last  year. 


An  outlined  course  of  study  in  which  is  stated  simply  and  plainly 
the  subjects  to  be  taught,  the  order  in  which  they  are  to  be  taken, 
the  topics  to  be  studied  in  each  subject  at  a  given  time,  cannot  be 
otherwise  than  helpful  to  all  who  are  connected  with  the  schools, 
to  have  a  well  considered  plan  of  work  with  some  place  at  which  to 
begin  and  some  point  for  which  to  strive,  is  to  set  a  goal  before  the 
children,  they  assist  the  teachers  to  ideas  of  what  should  be  done 
when  it  should  be  done,  and  how  it  should  be  done.  A  course  of 
study  helps  to  convince  teachers  and  children  that  they  have  some- 
thing specific  to  do  and  when  it  is  done,  they  have  accomplished 
something.  Jt  helps  to  develop  the  feelings  that  they  are  held  ac- 
countable for  accomplishing  a  certain  amount  of  work  within  a 
specified  time.  Trusting  that  these  suggestions  will  receive  your 
careful  consideration,  I  submit  this  report  to  the  town.
